Washington —(3>-President Roo- 


sevelt expressed 
the hope today 


that the house could vote on w'age- 
hour legislation at this session de- 
spite refusal of the rules commit- 
tee to give it priority. 


• Chairman Norton (D-N. J.) of the 


house labor committee made public 
a letter which Mr. Roosevelt sent 
her Saturday from Charleston, S. 
C., suggesting the bill might reach 
the floor either by a petition or by 
reconsideration of the rules com- 
mittee's action. 


Emphasizing that the committee 


was within its rights and that he 
had no right to criticize house rules, 
the president said he had "a pro- 
found respect for and devotion to 


I the Democratic legislative process." 


"The continuing fairness of that 


legislative process 
is the founda- 


tion of enduring democracy," 
he 


said. 


National Measure 


"There are, however, certain types 


of measures in each session which 
are of undoubted national impor- 
tance because they relate to major 
policies of government and affect 
the lives of millions of people. 


"It has always seemed to me that 


in the case of these measures—few 
in any one session—the whole mem- 
bership of the legislative body 
should be given full and free op- 
portunity to discuss them. This dis- 
cussion may end in drastic amend- 
ment, or in recommittal, or even in 
complete rejection. 


"In the case of wage and hour leg- 


islation, the majority party of the 
house is committed to legislation 
by its national platform—and I have 
no personal doubt that a large ma- 
jority of the membership of the 
•house believes that the house as a 
whole should pass its judgment on 
such" legislation." 


Adjournment Issue^ 


'Mrs., Norton said she would draft 


a'petition this week. If it is signed 
by 218 members—a majority of the 
house—automatic consideration of 
the wage-hour bill would result. 


An impending adjournment rush, 


however, may block 
her 
plans. 


Many members said privately the 
fact that the petition could not be- 
come effective before May 23 at the 
earliest meant the house would not 
reach the controversial legislation. 


They agreed, too, that there was 
little chance of achieving a vote by 
the alternative mentioned by Mr. 
Roosevelt—reconsideration by the 
rulss committee. 


FJve southern 
Democrats and 


three Republicans 
joined forces 
last Friday against five Democrats 
and one Republican to prevent the 
bill from being rushed to the floor 
by special procedure. 


Provisions of Bill 


The pending bill, which the labor 


committee rewrote after the house 
shelved one wage-hour measure last 
•winter, should impose a nationwide 
minmum wage starting at 25 cents 
an hour and increasing to 40 cents 
after three years. 
. Maximum hours would begin at 
44 a week and would drop to 40 in 
two years. Only industries engaged 
in interstate 
affected. 


President Roosevelt wrote to Mrs. 


Norton in reply to a letter in which 
she denounced the rules commit- 
tee's "arbitrary action" and request- 
ed the chief executive's advice from 
his personal experience. Mr. Roose- 
velt said he felt free to express his 
view "of a difficult situation" be- 
cause he once had been a legislator.

An oral agreement 


between Britain and Italy over the 
delicate issue of Palestine was dis- 
closed by Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain in the house of com- 
mons today as he faced an opposi- 
tion onslaught on the Anglo-Italian 
pact signed at Rome April 16. 


The two powers had exchanged 


assurances that interests of'the oth- 
er in Palestine would be respected. 
Chamberlain announced. 


Vigorously defending his policy 


,of realistic dealing ( with - Europe's 
dictators, the prime minister saic 
the" Rome agreement was the first 
great step toward a "saner state in 
Europe." 


As he spoke, in opening debate on 


the Rome pact, Premier Mussolini 
was preparing to welcome tomor- 
row his partner in the totalitarian 
Berlin axis. Adolf Hitler. 


Feared Warfare 


Chamberlain closed his 43-minute 


speech by "repudiating" the idea 
that "it is impossible for democracy 
to come.to terms and understand- 
ing with states 
of authoritarian 
ideas." 


Earlier he declared that when he 


became prime minister 11 months 
ago Britain and Italy were drifting 
rapidly toward war and that rela- 
tions of the two powers were "so 
unsatisfactory, even so dangerous, 
it was necessary to make some ef- 
fort to improve them."

Hendaye, France, at the Spanish 


Frontier—ffi—Spanish civil war ar- 
mies marked time today, awaiting 
a letup in the rains which for more 
than a week have interferred with 
operations on all fronts. 


Except 
for 
insurgent 
troops 


sloshing through the muddy sector 
northeast of Aliaga to consolidate 
their lines, no activity was report- 
ed in the eastern Spanish war zone. 


The Aliaga movement tightened 


the insurgent line running to Mo- 
linos, along the Guadalopillo river, 
and cut off various

units scattered through the area 
southeast of Montalban. 


Despite the persistent rains, in- 


surgents have been plugging away 
at this sector, pushing slowly south- 
ward in an effort to straighten the 
rambling line between Terucl and 
the Mediterranean.

LaGuardia of New York proposed 
today that congress set up a "per- 
manent recovery committee" and in- 
struct it to work out a program for 
submission to a special session in 
the fall. 


LaGuardia appeared before 
a 


house appropriations subcommittee 
as president of the United States 
Conference of Mayors. 


He said he had endorsed the pres- 


ident's spending-lending 
program, 


but urged that it be made suffi- 
ciently flexible so all parts of the 
country would benefit. 


He said he had been asked for 


suggestions and had advanced the 
idea of a "permanent recovery com- 
mittee composed of senior members 
of the major 
committees of the 


house. 


"Then the various bills for perma- 


nent recovery would be referred to 
that committee," he explained. 


"They could stay here this sum- 


mer when congress goes home and 
present the one bill, with all phases 
of recovery covered in it, in Sep- 
tember or October, at a special ses- 
sion. 


Green Backs Flan

"William Green, president of the 


American Federation of Labor, had 
endorsed the spending-lending plan 
earlier as a means of meeting con- 
ditions caused by an unemployment 
increase he said had totaled 3,700,- 
000 since September. 


Green appeared at a closed ses- 


sion of the committee. When he left 
he told reporters he had "referred 
to the seriousness of the existing 
economic system" and had "recom- 
mended that congress approve the 
recommendations of the president." 


While Green was 'endorsing the 


president's program, 
the veteran 


Senator Glass (D-Va.) said on the 
other side of the capitol that he op- 
posed it because "I am not in favor 
of making a pawn shop out of the 
treasury." 


"And that is what it has become,"

ped with firearms and explosives, 
hiding there. 


The arrest of two bomb throwers,

tested that this would put the re- 
sponsibility for recommending the 
large battleships on the president. 
There would be a "loud wail," he 
said, if the president found it were 
necessary to construct such ships. 


Walsh answered that the presi- 


dent must determine the size of 
battleships when he asks congress 
to vote appropriations to carry out 
the construction which would be 
authorized in the bill.

Dr. William A. Irwin of the Uni-

scholars chosen to do the work, said 
in a special interview that the re- 
vision 
was undertaken 
because 


"some words and 
phrases of the 


King James version, published in 
1611, are obscure if not actually un- 
intelligible to the modern reader. 


"When the King James version 


was produced it 
was a great 


achievement 
of Biblical 
scholar- 


ship," Dr. Irwin said. "And it con- 
tinues one of the literary treasures 
of our language, coming as it does 
from the age of Shakespeare and 
Milton. 


Obscure Passages 


"But what can the modern read- 


er make of the information, for ex- 
ample, that the onyx stones on the 
shoulders of the high priest's robe 
were 'inclosed in ouches of gold' or 
that the golden candlestick was ad- 
orned with 'knops'?" 


The international council, which 


is composed of representatives of- 
ficially appointed by 41 Protestant 
Denominations of the United States 
and Canada and 30 state councils of 
religious education, acquired 
the 


copyright of the American standard 
edition of the revised Bible in 1929. 
The principal purpose of the copy- 
right was to protect the purity of 
the text. 


The American standard was trans- 


lated from original manuscripts and 
the King James version, and is used 
widely in the churches and colleges 
of the denominations that compose 
the council.

When congress endowed the Secretary 


of Agriculture with far-reaching powers

Or perhaps Sadc lives again in another

that about 10,000 pages of testimony were 
taken and another thousand pages devot- 
ed to exhibits. But those affected were 
unable to find out what charge the gov- 
ernment made or what claim would satis- 
fy it. 
They were moving around as a 


herd of cattle might over a vast plain cov- 
ered with fog. Fearful that their rights 
might be greatly injured by some of the

examining any proposed conclusions so 
they might argue the matter intelligent- 
ly and present their side of the controver- 
sy which otherwise was simply a mass of 
thousands of pages of evidence.

able opportunity to the respondents to 
know the claims presented and to contest 
them." The situation was patterned after 
that case where a judge left the bench 
to amuse himself in chambers by reading 
a novel and after the evidence was all in 
asked the prosecutor to make a decision 
for him.

both advice and warning to administra-

dowed with vast powers, flicy must 
accredit themselves by acting in ac- 
cordance with the cherished judicial 
tradition embodying the basic con- 
cepts of fair play."

One of Dr. Detre's public health 


colleagues from down in the tobac- 
co belt is responsible for starting 
him on the strange chase. The man 
said that when he was hunting as 
a boy with his father, their Negro 
servant cut off two of his fingers 
while chopping wood for a camp 
fire. Desperately the boy's father 
tried to keep the darky from bleed- 
ing to death. In something of a 
panic he slapped on a cud of tobac- 
co. It worked. The bleeding stop- 
ped. 


They took the Negro back to 


town where a physician roundly 
scolded everybody for taking such 
risks with infection. He removed 
the tobacco and cleaned the wound 
only to start the bleeding again. 
The Negro didn't die but neither 
did the idea that chewing tobacco 
was good for wounds.

It's The Calcium 


Dr. Detre found out why. He 


used his own blood in the test. It 
isn't the nicotine. It is some sort of 
calcium in the tobacco which caus- 
es the blood to coagulate, or clot, 
and seal up the wound. Dr. Detre 
thought it likely that the'nicotine, 
mixing in the blood that way, 
might do harm and no good at all. 
Evidently Dr. Detre's southern col- 
league's fatbcr had chewed out all 
the nicotine. 


If you arc going to become heroic 


and cut off a finger just to try this 
out. 
at least follow the approved 


method. Chewing is not the best 
way, 
although Dr. Detre said he 


had learned that Chesapeake Bay 
fishermen use a cud to stop bleed- 
ing from fish hook wounds. Best 
way (in case you can't get to a doc- 
tor) is to boil some tobacco long 
enough to stew out the juice and 
cause the nicotine to evaporate. 
The "tobacco tea" is better than a 
cud. 


Milk also is good, said Dr. Detre, 


but "tobacco tea" is 10 
times 
stronger.

Ulack Opposed 


To the layman, it may bCcm as if 


something technical or rigidly Ic- 
gahbtic is involved. But the idea 
back of the supreme court opinion, 
winch, by the v.ay, had the appro- 
val of all the justices who heard the 
case except one— former Senator 
Black — ii> that a trial examiner is 
really a sort o£ trial judge or lower 
court. When he makes his report, 
the supreme court feels the oppos- 
ing side should have a chance to 
read it and file exceptions and re- 
fute arguments before the report 
goes higher to the board or com- 
mission itself. The situation is tan- 
tamount to that which would oc- 
cur if, after a trial in any lower 
court, the judge kept his opinion 
secret and then parcel it on to a 
higher court, where a ruling was 
issued without giving anybody a 
chance to file a brief or exceptions 
to the lower court's decision. 


Naturally, the labor board docs 


not want to jeopardise its many im- 
portant cases \\lnch are pending, so 
it is willing to reopen them to al- 
low examiners' reports to be duly 
' noted and exceptions filed. Wheth- 


er this will change in the&e very 
cases the board's final orders ic- 
mains to be seen, and it may well 
be that certain cases will have to 
be tried, over again altogether. 


Bitter Complaints 


For there is 
often 
something 


more involved than a failure to 
give out a copy of the examiner's 
report. Some of the parties to labor 
board cases have complained bit- 
terly that the examiner was often 
in cahoots with the prosecuting at- 
torney and that he overruled ob- 
jections arbitrarily or consented to 
the issuance of subpoenas in ways 
that favored the labor board side as 
against a defendant company.

commissions, like 
the 
Interstate 


Commerce Commission, for

stance, have been fair and really 
judicial in their handling of cases 
from the time the trial examiner 
begins to take testimony till the 
final ruling is issued. But uniform- 
ity of procedure among these com- 
missions has by no means been 
compelled, even though it, has often 
been advocated by members of the 
bar. ' 


There is no doubt that these qua- 


si-judicial commissions have come 
to stay and they arc bound, under 
a system of centralized control of 
most everything nowadays, to ac- 
quire more and more importance. 
It can readily be seen how vital 
they are, because these commis- 
sions. arc empowered by congress 
to report "findings of fact," and 
their own findings arc specifically 
deemed by the statute to be con- 
clusive "if supported by substantial 
evidence." 


May Include Hearsay 


What is a fact? A quasi-judicial 


commission is not bound by the 
rules of evidence such as courts re- 
quire. so a "fact" may be enveloped 
in hearsay testimony, gossip or 
anything else which it suits a trial 
examiner to admit into the record.

In Squeeze

By all odds, the most difficult fea- 


ture of squeeze plays is timing. And 
it is ignorance on that point that 
has kept the ranks of squeeze mas- 
ters as thin as they are.

Eabt's three diamond bid obvious- 


ly was an attempted "nuisance bid," 
and indeed it did make matters 
rather difficult 
for North-South. 


South selected his four no trump 
jump overcall as the strongest bid 
he dared make. West lelt that his 
non-vulnerability made a sacrifice 
bid at hearts attractive. But, even 
though North doubled this, South 
•was afraid that there was a lay- 
down slam in the hand and went 
out for it. North, with two kings, 
accepted South's strong invitation. 
Obviously six clubs 
would have 


been ea«y. but South shied off that 
contract, because he felt that the 
opponents* bidding had indicated 
that a defensive cross-ruff might 
develop, i. e . East might ruff an 
opening heart lead and West might 
ruff a diamond return. 


West opened his singleton dia- 


mond. East played the queen and 
declarer won. He cashed the ace 
and king of clubs, then entered 
dummy with the club nine, and led 
a diamond toward the jack-ten. East 
was not so accommodating as to 
put up his king, however, and from 
that point declarer struggled in vain 
lor the twelfth trick. No squeeze 
could be developed, and the slam 
contract was down -one. 


Now let us note the result of a 


very simple change in the tinning. 
Let :us make East a gracious present 
of the first trick. His return would 
make no difference and. therefore, 
let us assume it would be the heart 
jack. We win with the ace and. as 
before, cash the ace, king of clubs, 
then enter dummy with "the club 
nine to finesse in diamonds. Our 
ten holds. We then cash the rest 
of the clubs at which point \\y are 
reduced to five cards, the A-5 of 
spades, the 6 of heaits. and A-J of 
diamonds.
